U.S. Says 
Bin Laden 
Son Killed 

Officials: Al-Qaeda member 
victim of airstrike in Pakistan 

WAS H I N GTO N I One of the sons of al-Qaeda 
leader Osama bin Laden was apparently 
killed in a U.S. missile strike inside Paki- 
stan this year, U.S. counterterrorism offi- 
cials said Thursday. 

Saadbin Laden, 27, an al-Qaeda member 
who has been linked to terrorist bombings in 
Saudi Arabia, is believed to have been among 
the victims of a series of strikes in Pakistan 
by unmanned CIA Predator aircraft in the 
past few months, the officials said. If con- 
firmed, he would be the closest relative to 
Osama bin Laden killed by U.S. forces since 
the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks. Confirming the 
identities of victims of such attacks is diffi- 
cult because most occur in rugged, isolated 
regions largely under Taliban control. 

Saad bin Laden, one of at least 19 chil- 
dren of Osama bin Laden, was allegedly 
involved in a 2003 al-Qaeda bombing in 
Riyadh, Saudi Arabia. He also is said to have 
served as a communications link between 
the terrorist group and the Quds Force, an 
Iranian special operations group that has 
carried out attacks on U.S. troops in Iraq.

Milestone 
Is Reached 

Scientists inch closer 
to new technique that 
doesn’t use embryos 

WAS H I N GTO N I Two teams of Chi- 
nese scientists have made a major 
advance in mice in the develop- 
ment of a new kind of stem cell 
that doesn’t involve destroying 
embryos. 

Those cells are derived from 
ordinary skin cells, and when 
they were created two years ago 
from human skin and genetically 
reprogrammed, it was hailed as 
a breakthrough. But questions 
remained whether they could act 
as chameleon-like as embryonic 
stem cells. 

One way to show that versatil- 
ity is if the new stem cells could be 
used to produce an entire new life. 
And now researchers have shown 
they can in mice. 

For the first time, they were 
able to produce live mice from 
stem cells that were coaxed from 
skin tissue of adult mice. And while 
there were abnormalities with the 
first generation of mice, one team 
produced enough normal mice to 
create hundreds of second- and 
third-generation mice, (ap)

More than 40 people 
arrested in massive 
investigation in N.J. 

NEWARK, N.J. I An investigation 
into the sale of black-market kid- 
neys and fake Gucci handbags 
evolved into a sweeping probe 
of political corruption in New 
Jersey, ensnaring more than 40 
people Thursday, including three 
mayors, two state lawmakers and 
several rabbis. 

Even for a state with a rich his- 
tory of graft, the scale of wrongdo- 
ing alleged was breathtaking. 

Federal prosecutors said the 
investigation initially focused on 
a money laundering network that 
operated between Brooklyn, N.Y,; 
Deal, N. J.; and Israel. The network 
is alleged to have laundered tens of 
millions of dollars through Jewish 
charities controlled by rabbis in 


New York and New Jersey. 

Prosecutors then used an infor- 
mant in that investigation to help 
them go after corrupt politicians. 
The informant — a real estate 


developer charged with bank 
fraud three years ago — posed as 
a crooked businessman and paid 
a string of public officials tens of 
thousands of dollars in bribes to 


get approval for projects in New 
Jersey, authorities said. 

Among the 44 people arrest- 
ed were the mayors of Hoboken, 
Ridgefield and Secaucus; Jersey 
City’s deputy mayor; and two state 
assemblymen. All but one of the 
officeholders are Democrats. 

Also, five rabbis from New York 
and New Jersey were accused of 
laundering millions of dollars, 
some of it from the sale of counter- 
feit goods, authorities said. 

Those arrested included Levy 
Izhak Rosenbaum of Brooklyn, 
who was charged with conspir- 
ing to arrange the sale of an Israeli 
citizen’s kidney for $160,000 for 
a transplant for the informant’s 
fictitious uncle. 

The politicians arrested were 
not accused of any involvement 
in the money laundering or the 
trafficking in human organs and 
handbags, david porter (ap)

The National Transportation 
Safety Board also said that after 
the June 22 crash, Metro’s review 
of operations data has identified 
“some problems at other circuits”

crews are looking at the “anoma- 
lies” to determine whether they 
are the same kinds of problems as 
found in the location of the crash 
site between the Fort Totten and 


Takoma stations. 

Thursday’s findings by the safe- 
ty board heighten concerns about 
maintenance and troubleshooting 
of the train protection system that 
are designed to prevent crashes by 
keeping a safe distance between 
trains. The NTSB said it has 
requested trouble tickets for the 
past 18 months to see whether the 
problems had been reported. The 
agency also is seeking records to 
see whether any operators reported 
problems on the circuit. 

It is not known whether Metro 
officials were aware of the prob- 
lem and failed to take action.

TOUR DE FRANCE | Alberto Con- 
tador all but assured his second 
Tour de France victory Thursday, 
winning the race’s final time trial 
while Lance Armstrong struggled 
with fatigue but moved up one spot 
to third place. 

Contador, Armstrong’s Asta- 
na teammate and the 2007 Tour 
champion, increased his overall 
lead in the 18th stage, in which 
cyclists rode against the clock on 
the 25-mile course in and around 
Annecy. 

The three-week race ends 
Sunday on the Champs-Elysees 
in Paris. 

Contador finished in 48 min- 
utes, 31 seconds, beating Fabian 
Cancellara of Switzerland by three 
seconds. 

Russia’s Mikhail Ignatiev was 
third, 15 seconds back. 

“I went all out,” said Contador, 
adding his earpiece radio linking

Call food writer Mark Bittman 
the lazy person’s gourmet. In his 
cultishly popular New York Times’ 
column, the Minimalist, he serves 
up simple-yet-sophisticated reci- 
pes, some of which take less time 
to prepare than you’ll spend read- 
ing this interview. His cookbooks, 
including the probably-by-your- 
stove, “Howto Cook Everything,” 
dole out similarly easy ideas for 
delicious dishes. He chatted about 
his new book, “Mark Bittman’s 
Kitchen Express” ($26, Simon & 
Schuster), 

Mow’d you get started doing this 
kind of recipe-writing? 

I wasn’t a chef I was just a guy who 
knew how to cook a good chicken. 
It all started because I was a house 
husband who had two kids and 
a wife. I liked to cook, but it was 
always, like, “Oh, god, how am I 
going to get this done by 6:30?” 


What do I need to know about cook- 
ing before trying your recipes? 

Well, you have to be able to write 
recipes for people who can’t do 
anything, who need to have things 
explained step by step. 

Are there some cuisines that are 
harder to cook than others? 

If there are, I haven’t come across 
them. Cooking used to be harder. 
It was about gathering ingredients, 
maybe processing something in 
a mill. Cooking today is buying 
ingredients that are largely ready 
to go and combining them. 

Your recipes often use terms like 
“some” and “about.” Why? 

Sometimes it’s just silly to say “use 
a quarter-teaspoon” when one per- 
son might want more or less of an 
ingredient. I encourage people to 
taste and think for themselves. I’m 
a detractor of specificity. 


You rely heavily on pantry basics. 
Why? 

If you have a well-stocked pantry, 
you have the makings of dozens 
of meals without a lot of fuss. If

you’re thoughtful about it and put 
in different kinds of grains —not 
just Uncle Ben’s — some pastas 
and other things, it really helps 
when you start cooking. 

We’re living in a celeb chef cul- 
ture. Is that geed fer seeking? 

I’m of two minds on that. On one 
hand, I think watching some celeb 
chefs cook is like watching Roger 
Federer play tennis. You’ll think 
you can’t do it like Bobby Flay. 
But, in general, cooking shows 
have exposed people to techniques 
and styles. 

Yeur ether recent beek, “Feed 
Matters,” advecates eating vegan 
eften. Is it a trickier way te ceek? 

It’s fun. You get to cook things 
— tofu, grains, vegetables — at 
times of day you’ve never cooked 
them before. 

Yeu have a tiny kitchen. Is it hard 
werkingin it? 

A small kitchen is almost as good 
as a large one. The biggest issue 
is storage. Kitchens have become 
showcases, when they should be 
places where people sit and chat. 

What’s the bare minimum yeu 
need in the kitchen te ceek? 

The three most important things 
are the stove, the sink and the 
fridge. Everything else is just lux- 
ury.

In ‘Orphan,’ adoptee 
Esther is a curse on 
her sweet new family 

MOVIES I Esther is unfailingly 
polite, a sensitive painter and pia- 
nist, a vision of traditional femi- 
nine charm in her prim dresses 
and bows. But this 9 -year-old also 
has a way with a hammer and a 
handgun and knows a thing or 
two about arson and destruction 
of evidence.

Young Isabelle Fuhrman is a 
formidable force. The 11-year-old 
can command the screen with just 
a sunny smile or a menacing glare.

stuff here and more than rises to 
the challenge. 

Sure, sometimes Esther seems 
like an impossibly unstoppable 
killing machine — like a Soviet- 
era spy in a pint-size body — but 
seeing how far “Orphan” will go 
is part of the fun. 

Vera Earmiga and Peter Sars- 
gaard star as Kate and John, a 
wealthy Connecticut couple reel- 
ing from the stillbirth of their 
third child. Wanting to give all 
that love to a child who needs it, 
they decide to adopt the Russian- 
born Esther. 

Soon, accidents start occurring 
— flare-ups at school and on the 
playground — and Esther always 
happens to be around. Kate grows 
suspicious but John, frustratingly, 
fails to believe her. 

Of course, there has to be an 
explanation for Esther’s behavior, 
and it comes in the form of a twist. 
You won’t see it coming, but this 
revelation — and the disturbing 
images that accompany the cli- 
mactic chaos Esther causes — will 
probably leave you with a restless 
night’s sleep, christy lemire (ap)

(500) DAYS OF SUMMER (PG-13, 95 
minutes) This romance, starring Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt and Zooey Deschanel, 
understands that we mark our lives by 
our scrapes and defeats with love rather 
than by the white-wedding-cake success- 
es. It’s a drama that, at first blush, would 
seem excruciatingly ordinary: the 500-day 
affair between Tom, who believes whole- 
heartedly in love, and Summer, the object 
of his affection, who isn’t sure about love 
at all.
